"Our  programme  Is  intricate  and 
raises  subjects  upon  whWi  we  hold 
views  hitherto  unreconciled.  And 
yet  the  needs  of  the  day  are  so 
pressing,  the  experiences  of  these 
years  have  been  so  illuminating  and 
so  tragic,  that  .■nirelv  we  must  ap- 
proach our  work  with  fresh  and 
flexible  minds. 

"The  facts  of  our  time  have  an- 
swered many  of  the  stiffest  theories 
and  dogmas  of  the  past.  States- 
manship today  will  be  Judged  by 
what  it  devLseii  to  dLspel  the  stern 
realities  of  the  present  and  to 
anticipate  tha  raQutrcoMBta  oC  the 
future.

TllL  WOKLU  CONFERENCE 


Ort  nt  ports,  as  we  all  know,  are  gifted  with 
both  uiiugiuatiuxi  and  vihluu.  Ureat  poets  are 
•o&MtlmM  proplMU  too.  It  WM  the  poet  Ten- 
nyson 'A  h  .  foresaw  tho  possibility  of  a  Parliament 
of  Mttu.  I'he  £cunonuc  Conference  which  was 
formally  opened  In  London  yeitorday  morning 
by  His  Majfsty  Kln^  Ooorgp  of  the  British  Em- 
pire and  tiie  Domiiuuns  beyond  the  Seas  seems 
to  completely  fulfil  the  Tlslon  of  Lord  Tenny- 
son. Certainly  there  was  never  anything  like 
It  before,  and  there  may  never  be  anything  like 
It  again.  We  mippoae  aa  to  that  a  great  deal 
depends  upon  the  accomplishments  of  the  con- 
ference. Surely  It  must  have  been  the  first 
time  In  hiitory  that  the  eoTereign  of  Great 
Britain  In  person  addressed  not  only  the  people 
of  his  own  realm  but  practically  all  the  people 
of  tht  werM. 
.  Although  the  address  of  His  Majesty  was  to  a 
large  extent  purely  formal,  It  touched  lightly 
upon  eome  matters  wbkh  if  not  properly 
hatrdled  might  make  or  mar  the  success  of  the 
assembly.   In  the  nanxe  of  his  subjects  the  King

even  discuss  that  question,  much  less  to  settle  it. 

Tpday  it  is  expected  that  the  British  Aovern- 
meht  wllT  submit  a  proposal  for  the  settlement 

of  Its  debts  to  tlie  United  States  to  the  BooWTelt 
Oovernment,  which  has  not  the  power  to  accept 
or  reject  the  British  proposal,  but  under  the  con- 
stitution must  submit  the  matter  to  Congress. 
It  ,  is  believed  Congress  has  purposely  pro- 
loned  Its  present  special  session  for  the  i)urpose 
of  ')n.siderlng  and  debating  the  British  proposals. 
If -the  views  thus  far  expressed  by  individual 
Congressmen  are  any  indication  of  the  attitude 
of  the  majority  of  the  Congressmen,  there  is  little 
hope  of  the  immediate  settlement  of  the  war  debt 
Thus,  according  to  the  statement  of 
(British  Prims  Minister,  already  one  formld- 
obstacle  'hai  arisen  ti  complete  success  of 
sonference. 

course  this  Parliament  of  Man  has  not  really 
to  discuss  fundamental  Issues  yet.  It  has 
[beeti  properly  organized  for  the  discharge  of 
Ines.^.  In  such  a  babel  of  tongues,  days,  pos- 
weeks,  must  pass  before  the  assembly  is 
>ared  to  receive  and  consider  concrete  pro- 
There  are  rumors  in  the  outpoets  that  a 
has  been  formed  of  central  European  states, 
tby  France  and  Germany,  which  will  insist 
upijn  reversion  to  the  gold  standard  by  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  bt>fore  that  or- 
ganization will  consider  a  general  reduction  of 
tariffs  aiui  otlu-r  things. 

The  United  States  delegates  already  have  an- 
nounced the  measures  they  purpose  suggesting 
and  pressing,  and  of  course  those  proposals  have 
been  given  to  the  press  and  widely  advertised. 
These  things  will  give  people  who  are  eager  for 
Information  an  idea  of  the  state  of  chaos  which 
prevails  In  the  atmosphere  of  the  conference. 
Bvery  nation  is  pressing  for  the  adoption  of 
MOMthlnf  which  will  give  those  nations  an  ad- 
Tantage  over  other  nations  The  pet  idea  of  the 
United  States  delegates  is  that  there  shall  be  a 
flat  reduction  of  tariffs.  As  the  United  States 
haa  probably  the  hlRhest  tariff  In  the  world,  a  flat 
raduction  based  upon  percentages  would  still 
iMiva.the  united  SUtee  with  the  highest  tariff. 

The  .statement  frequently  made  that  If  the 
conference  fails  civilization  falls  and  chaos  su- 
panronei  is  probably  merely  rhetorte.  Hie  con- 
fcrencp  Is  not  likely  to  be  an  utter  failure,  for  If  a 
general  agreement  cannot  be  reached  on  all  the 
ImiM.  Inditldual  agreement!,  luch  as  those  made 
at  the  Ottawa  conference  can  be  made  and  a 
comprehensive  measure  of  freer  trade  attained. 
Ortat  Britain  already  has  reached  agreements 
for  freer  trade  relations  with  about  half  a  do/.m 
nations  —  all  based  upon  the  trade  agreement 
wMh  Canada.    President  Rooaerelt  already  has 

oxpre.s.sed  a  desire  for  a  new  treaty  of  trade  and 
commerce  with  Canada.  Such  a  measure  cer- 
tainly can  be  arranged  if  it  la  baaed  upon  reci- 
procal beneflUs.  If  the  Ottawa  conference  opened 
up  new  avenues  of  trade,  the  London  Conference 
lAiould  open  up  wider  arenuea  of  trade,  lliere  Is 
no  real  reason  why  all  hope  should  be  abandoned 
for  the  conference  because  a  few  obstacles  have 
reared  their  repelling  heada  or  a  f^  peaalnlsta 
ha?t  bepin  to  propheay  f aUure  and  diaaattr.

With  reference  to  the  preceding,  can  It  be  that 
the  newspaper  organ  of  the  British  Labor  party 
has  let  the  blaclc  cat  out  of  the  bag?

VANCOUVER.  June  12  (CP>.  — 
Describing  a  "river  In  the  sea," 
which  runs  acros,s  the  entire  Pa- 
cific Ocean  with  its  boundaries 
quite  often  mark'-d.  Dr.  H.  U. 
Sverdrup.  of  Bergen,  Norway,  told 
the  Pacific  Science  Congress  today 
of  current  system  In  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  and  the  peculiarities. 

In  the  Atlantic,  he  said,  there 
were  four  current  systems  above 
each  other;  the  warm  water  circula- 
tion In  the  up[)er  layers,  the  cur- 
rents of  low  .salinity  In  the  inter- 
mediate layers,  the  relatively  warm 
and  saline  deep  (urrcnts.  and  the 
cold  bottom  curmiiv  (  arrying  water 
of  Arctic  or  Antarctic  origin  toward 
the  equator. 

A  layer  of  minimum  salinity  was 
found  aU  over  the  Pacific  Ocean,  for 
which  reason  no  direct  communica- 
tion between  the  upper  layers  and 
the  deep  water  existed  in  the  up- 
per layers  a  countf  r-clorkwi.se  cir- 
culation was  found  m  the  .South  Pa- 
cific, and  a  clr>ck\Msc  circulation  in 
the  North  Pi.,  i!  .  Tlie  two  cur- 
rents were  separated,  he  said,  by 
what  Is  described  aa  a  narrow  equa- 
torial counter<eurrent.  which  runs 
with  great  velocity  toward  the  west, 
like  a  "river  In  the  aea."  aeraa  the 
entire  Pacific. 

The  boundaries  of  the  "river,"  Dr 
Sverdrup  .said,  are  very  often 
marked,  and  e.speclally  the  northern 
boundary,  which  Is  .sometimes  visible 
at  the  surface  at  a  distinct  line  of 
demarcation  stretching  from  hori- 
■on  to  horlMNi.
